I order: 


1. The authorized representative of the Soviet AG for Potesn 

'" Fertilizers, General Director M. K. Nikolsky, to hand over 
the potash mine Klein~Schierstedt in Wirsleben to the 
authorized representative of the Province of Saxony-Anhalt, 
Mr. Stilrmer. 


2, All material assets are subject to the transfer: buildings, 
equipment, annexes, grounds, motor vehicles, materials, un~ 
finished and finished products, which are actually located . 
at the works on the day of the transfer. 


3, All remaining assets and liabilities are not subject to 
the transfer. Settlement will be made by the Soviet AG 
for Potash Fertilizers.
